Dean Kyle Appointed To Make 
Economic Survey Of Land Grant 
Colleges In Texas By Recent Act 


E. J. Kyle, Dean of the School recognized the fact that farming 
of A griculture of the A. & M. 
College of Texas, has been select­ 
ed by Doctor John J. Tigert, Com­ 
missioner of Education, Depart­ 
ment of the Interior, W ashington, 
D. C., to conduct the work cover­ 
ing agricultural education and Its 
social and economic relationship 
in the survey of the Land Grant 
College that is to be made by the 
Bureau of Education. 
The last Congress passed a bill 
and made an appropriation for 
the Bureau of Education ao make 
an exhaustive survey of the Land 
G rant Colleges. 
Doctor A rthur J. 
Klein, Chief of the Division of 
Uigher Education in the Bureau, 
is to direct the survey. 
On a re­ 
cent visit to the A. & M. College, 
Doctor Klein expressed a desire to 
have Dean Kyle assist him in this 
work. 
He stated that there would 
probably be four or five specia­ 
lists in the Uunted Slates selected 
to conduct different phases of 
the work for the survey, and that 
wherever he had asked for sug­ 
gestions as to the best man +o 
conduct the work on the curricula 
of these institutions the unani­ 
mous reply had been, “that Dean 
Kyle of Texas was the best man in 
the United States to do this work.” 
President T. O. Walton, of tho 
A. & M. 
College, has 
granted 
Dean Kyle a leave of absence for 
the months of August and Sep­ 
tember. 
Dean Kyle will be lo­ 
cated in Washington where he will 
work out a questionaire and for 
mulate policy 
in regard to 
the 
work to be done on the agricul­ 
tural curricula of the Land G rant 
Colleges. 
This distinction comes to the 
School of Agriculture of the A. & 
M. College of Texas prim arily on 
account of the fact that it has led 
the way in giving recognition in 
its organization 
and course 
of 
study to the economic and social 
aspects of an agricultural educa­ 
tion. 
The work the A. & M. Col­ 
lege has done along this line has 
during the period from 1915-16

Paul Freeman, division superin­ 
tendent of the Western Public 
Service Company, announces that

start construction en 66,000 volt 
and 33,000 volt tranmision !*nes 
through 
Liberty, 
Montgomery, 
W alker, 
Trinity, 
Madison 
and 
Grimes counties. 
The investment in these lines 
will be about $800,000 and th* 
route of the lines will be from 
Dayton 
to Cleveland, 
Cleveland 
to 
Conroe through 
Wills, 
New 
Waverly, 
Elmina to 
Huntsville, 
Huntsville through Riverside to 
Trinity on to Groveton. 
Another line will be constructed 
from Huntsville to Shiro, Roans 
Prairie,

From Roans Prairie 
through Singleton, Bedias, Jocye 
to Madisonville.

near Bedias through Iola, Cross, 
North Zulch, George to Norman­ 
gee.

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Dr. Lush Tells 
Of Grading Meat 
At Short Course 


COLLEGE STATION.—July 27 
The housewife who is uncertain 
about specifying just what cuts 
of meat she desired in order to 
be assured of quality, will be re­ 
lieved of much worry in that re­ 
spect with the general adoption 
of 
the 
Government’s 
standard 
grades for the different kinds of 
meat, Dr. J. L. Lush, range ani­ 
mal husbandry division of the Ex­ 
periment Station, A. & M. Col­ 
lege pointed out in a discussion of 
“ Grading Meat” before the live­ 
stock group of the Farmers’ Short 
Course. 
In order to relieve the confu­ 
sion in the buying and selling of 
meat, due .0 the lack of standard 
grades, the 
Bureau of 
Agricul­ 
tural 
Economics, United 
States 
Deoartment of Agriculture, has 
established standard grades for 
the different kinds of meat in the 
hope that such grades will be ac­ 
cepted in all markets and will 
mean the same thing to all buy­ 
ers and sellers at all times, Dr. 
Lush explained. 
“This grading,’’ Dr. Lush add­ 
ed, “ will 
enable the 
housewife 
w;o doe.^ 
not know 
quality in 
meat to go to her butcher shop 
and demand meat of a certain 
quality and know that she is get­ 
ting 
it because 
of the 
brand 
which will be stamped on the meat 
by the Government grader. 
It is 
the belief of those behind the 
p an that many more people will 
want choice beef when they can 
be sure they are getting it and 
that the consumption of meat as a 
whole will be increased, not be­ 
cause the people think they ought 
to eat more 
meat but 
because 
th y will be able to get what they 
puy for and many of them have 
rn ver 
yet done 
so will 
learn 
what choice and prime meat tastes 
like.” 
Many interes ing 
experiments 
have been employed in develop­ 
ing 
the 
standard 
grades 
and 
there is yet much to be done, Dr. 
Lush said. 
One of the most dif­ 
ficult phases has been encounter 
ed in determining the differences 
in flavor and tenderness and nu 
tritium values 
of 
the 
different 
grades of meat. 
Cooperative in- 
V* ligations on large scale were 
planned and have been put in op 
elation during the past two or 
three years. 
Besides the various 
industries directly interested in 
meat, such as packing plants and 
the National Livestock and Meat 
Board, 
he United States Experi- 
mcnt Stations have cooperated in 
studying one or more phase# of 
the subject, Dr. Lush said 
At least four different kinds 
of machines have been devised 
for testing 
the 
tenderness 
of 
meat and the tests are still going 
on. 
One of these machines oper 
ated on the principle of forcing a 
la I ga piece of meat under great 
pressure 
hrough 
a 
small hole 
But it was found that in every 
piece of meat there were some 
portions 
tougher 
than 
others. 
Another machine, like a hack-saw 
with a piano wire for a blade, was 
devised to measure the tenderncs 
of the meat by drawing the wire 
back and forth ever it. 
However, 
it was found that lubri ~tion from 
fat caused the wire to make more 
strokes for cutting fat meat than 
lean. 
A other machine with arti 


tain a legume to be plowed under 
as a green manure crop. 
Among the legumes in Texas 
available for 
thia 
purpose 
n o 
cowpeas, both the running 
and 
erect types; 
velvet 
beans, 
soy 
beans, mung beans and guar, for 
summer planting; while for winter 
planting there are the vetches, burr 
clover, subterranean 
clover and 
the various varieties of field pea-s 
The peanut may also be included 
as one of the summer legumes if 
pastured off but if harvested for 
its nuts it is of little value as a 
soil builder in a cotton rotation, 
Mr. McNess said. 
‘‘Pram the variety of legumes, 
the cowpea is the one most used 
and under the general conditions 
of climate and soil is no doubt 
the best,” he added. 
“One acre 
of cowpeas plowed under at the 
time the first pods have matured 
will add forty pounds of nitrogen 
to the acre, equal to an 
applica­ 
tion of six 
hundred 
pounds of 
seven per cent cotton seed meal, 
besides adding a ton of organic 
matter to the soil. 
This will in­ 
crease the humus content of the 
soil, thereby adding to its water 
holding 
capacity, 
thus 
making 
available for plant use in a solu­ 
ble form the plant food stored in 
the soil.” 
Crop rotations not only help to 
increase and maintain the fertility 
of the soil but by rotating cotton 
with other crops, the soil may be 
occupied for 
longer periods 
of 
time than when cotton is planted 
year after year in the same soil 
Eolations also reduce plant diseas­ 
es and the depredations of insects 
Rotations may cover from two to 
four years and may 
include th* 
various crops adapted to a locali 
ty. 
Cotton, corn, small grain, and 
cowpeas are the principal 
field 
crops over most of Texas and the 
grain sorghums taking the place 
of corn in the northwestern por 
lion of the State.

‘Guar Legume Is 
Grown Effectively 
In Crop Rotation 


(Special to tne toagie). 
COLLEGE STATION, July 28. 
— Introduced 
into this country 
from India, guar is a legume that 
is being introduced with much suc­ 
cess in crop rotations in Texas with 
cotton and corn, George T. Mc­ 
Ness superintendent of the main 
station farm of 
the 
Experiment 
Station, A. and M. College, said 
in a discussion of “The Effect of 
Crop Rotations on 
the 
Yield of 
Cotton, ’ delivered at the special 
cotton session of 
the agronomy 
group, Farmers’ Short Course. 
Guar is especially advantageous 
for thi. purpose on the black lands 
of Central Texas, since all of the 
legumes with tile exception of this 
variety are subject to root rot, Mr 
McNess said. 
However, he added, 
the Brabham and Iron varieties of 
cowpeas are partially immune from 
root rot and under favorable con 
ditions may bo included in a cot 
ton rotation on black land soil. 
Guar was first used in a cotton 
rotation at Substation No. 5 of the 
Experiment 
Station, 
located 
Bell county, and at present a num­ 
ber of farmers in that county are 
using this legume in 
their 
rota­ 
tions with cotton and corn. 
Mr. McNess cited erosion, lack 
of fertilization and the one crop 
system of farming as being 
the 
principal causes of the loss of fer­ 
tility of soils in Texas.

“Pecan trees when given more 
space as the result of the killing 
out of other trees which crowd 
will make large round tops that 
have bearing surface and the yields 
to the tree from the same tract 
of ground is m aterially increased 
in a few years. 
Following the killing of foreign 
trees in ihe pecan bottom during 
the late summer after the crops 
have been ‘laid by’ there is an op­ 
portunity to observe more closely 
those trees which bear good pecans 
and those which bear inferior nuts. 
It is possible that some trees in 
the grove that have never borne 
pecans prior to the removal of for­ 
eign trees will come into bearing. 
Those trees which bear regular 
crops of pecans of good size and 
quality should be favored in spac­ 
ing. 
Those which bear small or 
inferior crops should be marked at 
pecan harvesting time and 
later 
during the winter when there are 
a few spare days at hand on the 
farm those trees which are unprof­ 
itable and which 
are 
not large 
should have the tops removed. For 
the average person who is doing 
tree-topping for the first time, it 
is not advisable to cut limbs that 
are more than seven inches in di­ 
am eter at a distance of four feet 
from the main body line 
of 
the 
tree. 
A fter the tops have been re­ 
moved, all cut surfaces should be 
covered carefully with a white lead 
and boiled linseed oil, asphaltum 
paint or some other surfacing ma­ 
terial that is not injurious to plant 
tissue. 
The trees thus prepared 
can usually be budded by July IB 
or later by placing buds on the 
sprouts

limbs,”
